8.0. 1030. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 ( 22 of 1963), the Centra’ Government 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Export of Mica (Inspec- 
tion) Rules, 1964, namely: — 

1. These rules may be called the Export of Mica (Inspection) Third Amend- 

ment Rules, 1960. 

2. In the Export of Mica (Inspection) Rules, 1964, 

(i) sub-rule (2) of rule 3 shall be deleted; 

(11) In rules 4, 5 and 6, for the words "Mica Export Promotion Council”, 
the words "Export Inspection Agency, Calcutta, Madras, Bombay 
or Cochin, as the case may be”, and for the word "Council”, the 
word "Agency” shall he substituted. 

3. Where immediately before the commencement of the Export of Mica 

(Inspection) Third Amendment Rules, I960, the Mica Export Pro- 
motion Council having commenced its inspection of any notified 
commodity under the Export of Mica (Inspection) Rules, 1964 but 
has not completed the same, the Export Inspection Agency, Calcutta, 
Madras, Bombay or Cochin, as the case may be, shall cmduct such 
inspection afresh and issue the certificates in such cases as that 
Agency deems fit. 

4. This notification shall come into force on the 1st April, 1806.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act 1963 (22 of 1903), and in supersession of 
the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce No. S.O, 
2659 dated the 30th July, 1964. the Central Government hereby recognises the 
Export Inspection Agencies at Calcutta, Bombay, Madrass or Cochin, as the case 
may be, as the agencies for Inspection of mica prior to export. 

Explanation , — In tUts notification mica does not include micanite and micanite 
products, fabricated mica parts and mica powder.
